One large room (s devoted almost exclu-
sively to thelr work, and here one may see
and Judge of the excellencs and completoness
bf 1. The lujlj{‘k‘ll chosen by them cover a
wide fleld, and display lu many Instances the
versatility of thelr brush, where animals,
still life, figures and flowers, are painted
with equal sase. =

They exhibit In thelr work Httle slgn of
embarrassin®hit In the marked differences of
thelr subjects, and In this pecullar respect
Mrs. Franices Mumaugh serves as u siriking
lilustration. Whether she be painting sheep
or flowers she shows the sime earncstness
and the same fAdelity and truthfulness to
detall which characterizes all of her work
“Grapes' showe an exquisite Wit of color.
A tempting mase of great v hite, red and
purple grapes are strewn carelessly upon
o tuble, with Just enough of the vine and
leaves Lo throw out. the colors In the fore-
ground, A sllver mounted decanter stands
bestde them, and [s highly decorative. Btud-
les of roses, strawberries and melony are
all excellent examples of this artist’'s con-
sctentious bhrush, and her “Horse,” “Calf”
and “Deg"” show her to be nlso a painter of
nalmals of no mean order.

Mr. Albert Rothery exhibits several sirong
pleces, foremost among them belng two por-
tralts, ons Iln pastel and the second one in
0il. The latter shows an old man wearing
apectacies, rewding a newspaper. His plpe
I in his month, and the smoke curls up in
the air above the paper. The head ls full of
character, aad the fnce exhibits that fullness
and roundoess which only u ¢lever artist can
Impart to canvass. The pose is nutural, and
the expression of wrapt attention bestowed
upon the perusal of the paper s a blt of
very happy exccution. The second portralt,
done In pastel, 1s another highly sucesssful
work, and one which proves the artist's
ability te take n prominent position among
portraitista. “‘At the Trystng Place,” dis-
closes a pretty bit of landscape with an anx-
foun little boy seated on the grass awalting
the coming of his companions. A ball and
bat are on the ground beslde him, and tell
their own story,

Mre. C. €, McKnight exhibits “Study of a
Conch  Shell,” that I8 duinty and  well
handled. The tender pink lining has the
Inminous glow which one sees in the original
and the drawing s excellent

Mr. John J. Herold shows one of the best
pleces In the room, “'Study (ram Still Life.'
It répresents the interlor of a painter’s work-
aliop with an unfinlshed canvas, a jug flled
with brushes, n statuette and a palette on
which some paints are mixed. On the table
are a book or two, and in Lhe background a
pite of books and red fez cap with drooping
tassel. A less skillful artist might have been
tempted to alm at a more sensational ple-
torial effect, but thera I8 no exaggeration o
this pleture, and It |8 eharming.

Mrs. Livingstone exliibits several plecea of
lier own work, but none of them more pleas-
ing than "Lilacs™ and ‘““Rozea’"—warthy com-
panion pleces, The bewlldering mass of su-
perl roses, from the palest pink to the deep-
est red, thrown in magnificent abandonment
upon an all maroon tabla cover, form a lux-
urfous melody of grouping and eolor. In
“Lilnes” we see a pretty gold bronze bowl
filled to overflowing with white and purple
Ilaes. They droop over the siiles of Lthe urn
and fall onto the table, they shed their
lenves af are so georgeocus in thelr splendid
profusgion that one longs to have just such _a
maes of flowers always about one In one's
own room.

Mra. Orr sends two examples of her work,
“Watermelon™ and “Study of Hoses,” both
of which are falthfully portrayed.

Mr. Shill has two portraits, one of the
frontier type of character with which the
west s familiar, the other of a lndy. both of
which show rmany good points asd are not
Ineking In tone.

Mrs. € F. Catlin’s pictures show a wide
and extensive range of subjects and her
brush seems to show none of those signs of
feebleness whicl one might reasonably ex-
pect to find In going from still life to figures
and work in genre. Her painting exhibiis
much genuing talent. This clever amatour
palnts still life with almost the precision of
A naturalist, Ler subjects stand out in bold
rellef and never degenerate Into stupid imi-
tatlon. “Judgment of Parls" is an excellent
example of her fjgyre paigtings, a strong
vigorous style, in which the problems uf
draughtsminship and atatomy have begn
nvercome and the effgots of color, line and
form of flesh been preserved. The ploture
is after Henry Peter rey’'s well Known
palnting in the Corcoran art gallery at Wash-
Ington, and s the last copy permitted to be
made, the exact slzo as the priginal, It having
been found necessary to restrict the size of
coples in order to preserve Interesg in the
original paioting. “‘Fun and PFight" afler
Chigeiri, Is a careful copy of the picture by
that artist and shows an interior in which
overy (detail of the cuisine is in evidence.
A small boy, bent on fun, has found a
grotesmue mask and holds It to his face to
frighten his little sister, who elings Lo her
mother's gown in terror. The threatening
attitude of the woman suggosis gpecdy chas-
tisoment, and the look of anger plotured on
her face I8 suggestive of trouble In store for
the mischicvous bhoy., “Quall,” “Duck™ and
“Phensant” are true to life and “The Old
Homuestead." showing the birth place of the
artist's family on Long island, Is a quiet bit
of landdcape, an old-fashloned house with
dormer windows, an aveune of tross and a
glimpse of water with a sallboat In the back-
ground.

Miss Grace Ull of Shenandoah, Ia., ex-
hibits throa sketches which denote congeien-
tious study, “A Portralt,”  “Interlor of
Studle,” and “Still Life."" 1In the last numed
we ses a brass candlestick, with candle, a
book and open clgarette case, In an "“In-
terior’ she represents the former studio of
the art school; a4 large window deliontely
sereoned; o low Turkish divan with soft,
lxarious cushions, & white Tur rug on the
floar and a full size copy of the Venus de
Milo in the eorner. In the open light of the
window sits a model posing for the class,

Miss Clira Ruth exhibits “Study of Brass
Candlestick™ and “Copper Kettle,” both
clever bite of stil] life. Miss Chloe Brown's
“Apples” are very nitoral, and her *‘Study
of Copper Keltle” is also good. Miss Maggie
Moores has a very dainty example of her
work, ““World-Herald and Candy,” showing a
table strewn wilh bon-bons and boxes, a copy
of a dally paper, a letter or two, and wine
EBlasa filled with a few violels,

Miss Snowden exhibits several beautiful
and well fAnished plelures, “"Haspberries,*
rolilng out from a box ontn a table, are as
tempting and real as a bit of fresh fruit;
they are of the fragrant, pink waristy, and
are beautiful. A hunter's bag and *“Duck,”
hanging upon a wooden wlab is another fine
plece of work from her brush, bat the picture
which will atiract one at once s, “After the
Opera,'” A table strewn with My Lady's
roses, opera glasses, books, lace fan and
handkerchiof, are posed In careless negli
gonce, und all are reflocted Into a mirror In
the background. The vransparent opaline tints
of the pearl in the lorgnettes are well re-
produced, nod the who's effect of the paint-
ing |s pleasing and striking

Mrs. Willls' 011 Woman on the Boltoms,"
presents A type that one would prefer te
view on canpvas rather than encounter In
actunl Ife—an old colored woman whose
clothes hang upon her In open dafiance of all
Iaws of the modlste, and whose figurs shows
none of those curves of beauty which her
more-favored sisters could lay clalm to.

along musical lines in explanation of what
had been the glm and object of the section
Inst year, and outlined in a degree  what
would be the effort of the depariment dur-
Ing the ssason innugurated [ast Monday.

In speaking of chamber music, which wus
chosen for illustration at this- recital, Mra
Buchanan stated that chamoier music was
“the name applied to all that class of musie
which is especially fitted for performances in
A room as diatingulehed from concert, dra-
matio or ecclesiastical musle, or sueh other
kinds as require many performers, and large
gpaces for Iarge volumes of sound.”” She dis-
tussed the earller forms of composition for
strings, and then took up Corelli, the com-
poser chosan for illustration. From Grove's
history she read a sketch of Corelli, who was
born In 1668 al Fusignano Imola. In 1651
he settled at Rome, where he published his
first work, u set of twelys sonatas. Later
he was taken up by Cardinal Outabenl, an
enthualastic lover of the arts, and under the |
patronage of this eminent ehurchman Corell
gave to the world some of the daintlest cem-
positions ever written. *“‘Corelli,” sald Mrs.
Buchanan, “‘has a double claim to n promi-
nent place In history as a great violinist, who
Iald & firm foundation for all future davelop-
ment of teehnique and pure style of playing,
and was a composer who matérially advanced
the progress of composition.”

Following the instructive paper, Mme.
Muentifering.' Mr. Hutler and Mr, Letovsky
gave three illustrations of Corelli's style of
composition, the Larabande, Qigue and
Gavotte, all beautifully written, the Lara-
bande being particularly well played by the
three artists, Mme. Muentefering followed
with thres plano numbers, the “Spring Song,™
of Mendelasohn, the “Black Keyetude," as it
is called by Chopin, and the “Impromptu In
A flat,” by the same composer, which kince
“Trilby** gmve g0 much prominence to the
composition, will now figure in alpiost every
program. Mme. Muentofering was in splen.
did form, and played with all the art of which
she Is mistress these widely contrasted num-
bera, winning a deserved encore at the end
Mra. Coltua, who eomes hack to the musical
